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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: In re page 8, Applicant's Representative states: 
"Magee does not teach matching the receipt time of a bit rate converted packet string with the receipt time of its corresponding unconverted 
packet string." 

While the Examiner agrees that Magee's disclosed new packet string is "sample rate converted" and not "bit rate converted," he has not 
relied on Magee for that disclosure. Zhang generates a bit rate converted packet string from an input such as those of both Magee and the 
Application, teaching that such conversions are known in the art and are therefore not novel. 

Magee does, however, disclose the synchronization of receipt times of his generated packet string with the original packet string, as 
analyzed and discussed earlier. 

Further in re page 8, Applicant's Representative states: "Magee merely discloses modifying or correcting PGR to compensate the delay 
'incurred by the transport packets while enqueued in the DM FIFO.'" 

While the Examiner agrees with this statement, the purpose of matching receipt time stamps is not claimed by the Applicant. 
Still further in re page 8, Applicant's Representative states: "Magee does not teach 'time of receipt of a TS packet... in the third TS packet 
string is made to match the first time of receipt, and the time of receipt of a TS packet of the second TS packet string is made to match the 
second time of receipt', as recited in claims 1, 4, 8, and 9." 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The "third TS packet string" of the application corresponds to the bit rate converted stream of Zhang, 
suggested by Magee through both the FIFO buffered stream and the "sample rate conversion" as analyzed and discussed earlier. The time 
of receipt matching is performed by Magee's PGR fixer to both the buffered stream and to the second TS packet string, meeting the 
claimed limitations in an obvious combination of references.. 
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
